And whereas the direct and violent Seizure, under the ſald 
Order, of the Property of Perſons, ſccured to them by the Laws ot 
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- 2 the Country in which it is placed, is in itſelf deſtructive of all 


Commercial Credit, and is accompanied by a Declaration, that no 
Debts due to the Subjects of any of the Belligerent Powers 
: ſhall be paid: 


In Order therefore to prevent the Effect intended to be 
produced by theſe unjuſt and violent Meaſures, and to protect 
the Property of Individuals, as far as Circumſtances will admit, 


May it pleaſe Your MAJESTY, 


That it may be Enacted and Declared ; And be it Enacted and 
Declared by the KING's Moſt Excellent MajzsTy, by and 
with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aflembled, 
and by the Authority of the ſame, : That if any Perſon reſiding

any Perſons or Perſon who, on the Firit Day of January One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Ninety-four, were or was, or at 
any Time fince have or has been, or at any Time during the 
ſaid War ſhall be, reſiding or being within any of the Dominions 
of France, or any Country, Territory, or Place which was, on

And be it further Declared and Enatted, That if any Perſon 
reliding or being in Great Britain ſhall, after the ſaid Twentieth 
Day of February One thouſand Seven hundred and Ninety- 
tour, and during the ſaid War, knowingly and wilfully fend,

Council, or Proclamation, or from any Perſons or Perſon to be 
2uthorized by His Majeſty, under His Sign Manual, or other- 
wile as His Majeſty ſhall think fit, to give ſuch Licence and 
Authority, or to any Act which ſhall be done in His Majeſty's 
Service, by any Perſon or Perſons who thall be employed therein,

in Term Time, or any One or more of the Judges of ſuch Court, 
out of Term, in a ſummary Way, to diſcharge the Defendant or 
Defendants arreſted on Meſne Proceſs, upon filing Common Bail, 
and to ſtay all further Proceedings in ſuch Action or Suit, upon 
ſuch Terms as to ſuch Court or Judge reſpectively ſhall appear 
neceſſary to enforce the Proviſions of this Act.
